Ford Bid Attacked. 

All of the witnesses at today’s hear- 
ings attacked the bid of Henry Ford. 
R. B. Bowen, national lecturer for the 
non-partisan league, said if Ford ob- 
tained Musgle Shoals the committee 
would be “selling the nation’s birth 
right.” O. F. Graff, president of the 
American Nitrogen Products company, 
Seattle, Wash., said he opposed the 
Ford bid and all of the other bids 
because on the basis of their tesms 
no private enterprise could face the 
competition, and Hugh MacRae, of 
Wilmington, N. C., a land reclama- 
tion expert, declared the Ford pro- 
posal contemplated a “virtual gift” 
from the government. 

Bowen said he was opposed to alt 
of the bids for Muscle Shoals and 
favored Chairman Norris’ bill for gov- 
ernment operation. He asserted that 
Ford’s bid was better than the Hooker- 
White-Atterbury bid because Ford 
would force lower electric power rates 
by being a eontinual “threat” to the 
Power company. while the 
IIooker corporation would be com- 
pelled to enter into an agreement 
with the Alabama Power company to 
fix the price in order to survive. 

Sees Sale of Birthright. 

But acceptance of the Ford bit, 
Bowen declared, would be selling the 
nation’s birthright. The statement 
lias been made, he added, that the 
“people were for the Ford bid when 
as a matter of fact the people are not 
informed on the proposition.”

Senator Gooding, republican, Idaho, 
interrupted the hearing to announce 
that he would insist some agreement 
he made by the government to get 
cheap fertilizer for the western farm- 
er if Muscle Shoals were developed to 
help the southern farmer. 

The Hooker-White-Atterbury pro- 
posal still remains on the calendar 
of the committee hearing. From indi- 
eations if will occupy the attention 
of the committee through the early 
part of next week.

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Life From Gunmen 


Is Madein Vain 


New York, April 18.—The body of 
a man about 5U years old, riddled 
with five bullets, found in the East 
river to day, was declared by Police 
Captain Carey tuo be that of Isadore 
Kantowitz, who fled from Detroit 
after several attempts had been made 
on his life by gangsters who sought 
to prevent him from testifying in a 
murder trial. 

The body, Captzin Carey said, an- 
swered in every detail the descrip- 
tion sent out by the Detroit police 
for the missing witness. The initials 
“T. K.” were tattooed on the right 
forearm. The body had been in the 
water about two months. 

Captain Carey declared Kantowitz 
undoubtedly had been shot and killed 
by representatives in this city of the 
Detroit gangsters.

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DENBY ASSUMES 
BLAME FOR LEASES 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Adrian, Mich., April 18.—Full re- 
sponsibility for the initiation of the 
policy which resulted in the leasing 
vf the naval oil reserves Was assumed 
here tonight by Edwin Denby, around 
whom raged a storm of criticism in 
the senate before his retirement last 
month as secretary of the navy. 

“Had I not taken the action I did 
to protect the interests of the navy 
in these reserves against the tremen- 
dous loss of drainage,” he declared, 
“IT would have been false to my trust 
and culpably negligent in the per- 
formance of my duty.” 

Replying to what he said had been 
an insinuation of collusion on his part 
in connection with the oil leases, Mr. 
said he had never been talked 
to about the naval petroleum reserve 


situation before he entered the cab- | 


inet by the president-elect or by any 
of his cabinet or other advisers. 

“My appointment was somewhat 
unexpected,” he said, “and was not 
announced until about February 25. 
Therefore, there was no ecollusion as 
to any acts to be performed by me, 
although even that Insinuation has 
been made. 

Wells Were Draining. 

“Shortly after taking office, it was 
represented to me that drainage of 
the reserves was proceeding rapidly 
and offset’ wells were necessary. Be- 
lieving that the department of the 
interior was best qualified to handle 
for the navy its enormously valuable 
reserves, I turned to the interior de- 
partment for advice on the subject. 
| then asked the secretary of the 


interior if he could not take over the |

Sureties on Bond 


Of Parks Relieved 
By Supreme Court 


S. B. Parks was indicted in Stew- 


county on a charge of cheating 
He was arrested tn 
W. W. Parks and 
(. Parks acted as sureties on his 
bond, but, while the bond was in the 
mails en route to the sheriff at Col- 
quitt, S. Bos Parks escaped. ‘The trial 
judge rendered judgment of forfeiture 
on the bond against the sureties, but 
Friday the supreme court of Georgia 
reversed this decision, 

It seems that after the sheriff of 
Miller eounty arrested S. B. Parks 
he notified the sheriff? of Stewart 
county, who instructed the prisoner 
to be held. Then W. W. Parks and 
R. (. Parks sent down their sureties 
on the bond. The sheriff of Miller 
again reported to the sheriff of Stew- 
art, who asked that the sureties quali- 
fy as to solvency. The bond was re- 
turned for this purpose and, after 
meeting this requirement, W. W. and 
R. €, Parks placed the bond in the 
mails, addressed to S. B. Parks, care 
of the sheriff of Miller connty at 
Colquitt, Ga. This was on May 31, 
1922. 

That night S. B. Parks escaped and 
has never been apprehended since, 

The supreme court held that the 
bonds could not be forfeited, inasmuch 
as there was no record that they had 
been approved by the proper authori- 
ties, prior to the escape In fact, 
they could not have been so approved, 
inasmuch as the escape occurred be- 
fore they reached Colquitt.
